DUMMER   7,   ALLEN   0. 

The  Dummer  eleven  defeated  Allen 
Chalmers  School  of  Newton  7-0, 
November  10  on  the  home  field. 
Allen  entered  the  game  a  top-heavy 
favorite;  but  as  Coach  Comerford 
told  the  student  body  before  the  game, 
"The  favorite  seldom  is  the  winner 
in   football    games." 

The  team  took  the  field  with  several 
changes  in  lineup.  Capron  was  at 
fullback  in  place  of  Ferdinand,  Horr 
was  at  left  half  in  place  of  Albertson 
or  Walklev.  Whalen  was  at  loft 
tackle  for  Casgrain,  and  Stone  was 
back  at  left  guard  where  he  started 
the  season.  Captain  Terhune  won 
the  toss  and  chose  to  defend  the  west 
goal.  There  was  a  fair  breeze  blow- 
ing from  the  southwest  and  this  gave 
Dummer  the  wind  in  the  first  quarter. 
Allen    received. 

Boyd,  left  end  for  Dummer,  kicked 
off  to  Allen's  thirty  yard  line  where 
the  receiver  fumbled,  but  recovered 
with  a  yard  gain.  Allen  made  three 
and  a  half  yards  on  two  plays.  Allen 
elected  to  kick  but  Whalen,  Dummer's 
200  pound  tackle  broke  through  and 
blocked  Nute's  kick  and  made  his  ac- 
tion two  fold  by  recovering  the  ball 
for  the  Academy  on  Allen's  twenty- 
one  yard  line.  The  first  play  gained 
a  yard  and  then  an  offside  penalty 
gave  Dummer  a  first  down  on  the 
fifteen  yard  mark.  Hinds  gained 
seven  yards  on  two  plays  and  then 
Dummer  lost  two  yards.  On  the 
next  play  Allen's  left  tackle  was  off- 
side ad  Dummer  was  given  a  first 
down  at  the  five  yard  line.  Hinds 
made  a  yard  on  the  first  play, 
"Tommie"  MacLeod  reached  the  one 
yard  line  on  the  second  play  and 
scored  easily  on  the  next.  Captain 
Terhune  kicked  a  beautiful  placement 
goal  for  the  extra  point.  Score 
Dummer  7,   Allen-Chalmers  0. 

Following  this  play  Allen  kicked  off 
to  MacLeod  on  our  fifteen  yard  line 
and  "Tommie"  carried  the  ball  back 
to  our  thirty  yard  line.  Sucessive 
line  drives  by  Horr,  Hinds,  MacLeod 
and  Capron  took  the  ball  to  Allen's 
forty  yard  line  and  there  our  team 
was  held.  MacLeod  kicked  to  Healy 
who  fumbled  and   Fosberg  recovered 


the  ball  for  the  Academy  on  the  Op- 
ponent's twenty  yard  line.  Hinds 
made  seven  yards  as  the  period  ended. 

"Doc"  Hinds  took  the  ball  to  the 
eight  yard  line  for  a  first  down,  at 
the  opening  of  the  second  quarter. 
Three  plays  netted  but  a  scant  two 
yards.  Then  Capt.  Terhune  lost  a 
forward  pass  behind  Allen's  goal  by 
a  narrow  margin.  This  gave  the  ball 
to  our  opponents  on  the  twenty  yard 
line.  It  was  here  that  they  showed 
the  greatest  power  of  the  day  by  gain- 
ing two  first  downs  carrying  the  ball 
to  our  forty-two  yard  line  where  they 
forfeited  the  ball  to  Dummer  on 
downs.  An  exchange  of  punts  fol- 
lowed and  the  half  ended  with  the 
ball  in  the  Academy's  possession  at 
mid-field. 

The  Dummer  team  returned  to  the 
field  with  a  stubborn  determination 
to  win.  The  Allen  eleven  also  gave 
outward  appearances  of  renewed 
fight  at  the  opening  of  the  second 
half.  Boyd  kicked  off  to  Allen's  five 
yard  line  and  King  took  the  ball  out 
to  the  twenty-seven  yard.  Two  plays 
netted  a  first  down  then  Dummer's 
line  which  had  been  doing  great 
things  all  afternoon,  held  and  Nute 
made  a  poor  kick  to  Dummer's  forty- 
five  yard  line.  On  the  first  play 
Allen  was  offisde  which  resulted  in 
Dummer  having  a  first  down  in  mid- 
field.  A  line  plunge  was  stopped. 
Then  Hinds  threw  a  pass  to  Boyd 
for  eight  yards,  but  an  offside  pen- 
alty forced  MarLeod  to  kick.  The  re- 
ceiver of  this  kick  broke  away  for 
a  long  run  behind  some  pretty  inter- 
ference, but  was  called  back  because 
he  had  gone  offside  after  miking  six- 
teen yards.  Allen  gained  scarcely  a 
yard  on  three  plays  and  Nute  punted 
to  MacLeod  who  made  a  fair  catch 
on  our  twenty-seven  yard  line.  Hinds 
drove  out  a  first  down  and  MacLeod 
punted  back  to  Allen's  thirty  yard 
line  as  the  period  ended. 

Hinds  made  a  sensational  play 
when  he  intercepted  a  pass  and  ran 
to  the  ten  yard;  line.  Three  trys 
failed  to  gain  but  Whalen  reached 
the  one  yard  line  on  Dummer's  last 
try.  Allen  took  the  ball  and  punted 
to  Hinds  who  fumbled  on  the  thirty 
yard  line.  Allen  recovered  but  was 
unable  to  gain,  so  Nute  punted  to  our 
forty  yard  line.  On  the  third  play 
Allen  intercepted  one  of  the  Acade- 
my's passes  but  the  man  was  downed 
in  his  tracks.  On  the  next  play  Cap- 
ron intercepted  an  opponent's  pass 
at  mid-field.  Whalen  made  twenty 
offtackle.  Walkley  was  substituted 
for  Horr.  Dummer  >was  penalized 
for  offside  and  after  two  plays  the 
game  ended.

DUMMER    13,   POWDER    POINT    0 

On  Nevember  17th  the  team  finish- 
ed the  season  successfully  by  defeat- 
ing Powder  Point  13-0  on  the  home 
grounds.  The  victory  over  Powedr 
Point  makes  the  season  a  success  for 
Dummer  has  won  her  two  objective 
games,  the  Allen-Chalmers  and  the 
Powder    Point. 

Powder  Point  won  the  toss  and  re- 
ceived at  the  south  goal,  Capt.  Ter- 
hune kicked  to  the  twenty  yard  line. 
Here  Dummer  was  asleep  for  the  I 
only  time  in  the  game  and  a  forward 
to  George  loafing  on  the  side  line 
advanced  the  ball  to  the  fifty  yard 
line.  A  penalty  and  two  line  plays 
followed  by  a  fumble  gave  us  the  ball 
on  our  thirty-eight  yard  line.  From 
here  the  ball  was  taken  to  the  three 
yard  line  by  Albertson  and  Hinds  al- 
ternating in  the  offensive  work.  Al- 
bertson still  limping  from  his  injury 
of  several  weeks  ago  showed  that  he 
is  still  the  consistant  ground  gainer. 
His  twisting  squirming  dashes 
through  the  line  for  five  to  eight 
yards  at  a  time  were  good  to  see 
From  the  three  yard  McLeod  took  the 
ball  over  for  the  score,  Terhune  miss- 
ed the  goal  by  a  narrow  margin.  P. 
Angeles  received  the  kick  off  on  his 
ten  yard  line  and  carried  back  to 
the  fifteen  yard  line.  Here  Powder 
Point  attempted  a  long  pass  which 
Albertson  intercepted  at  mid-field. 
Hinds  made  first  down  as  the  period 
ended. 
Score  Dummer  6,  Powder  Point  0. 

Hinds  carried  the  ball  on  the  first 
play  to  the  twenty-two  yard  line. 
Four  more  plays  and  the  ball  was 
nine  yards  from  the  goal  line.  Three 
plays  netted  three  yards.  Then 
Whalen  taking  the  ball  around  right 
end  added  six  more  points  to  the 
score.  Capt.  Terhune  kicked  the  goal, 
and  we  had  our  thirteen  points  lucky 
for  us  but  unlucky  for  our  opponents. 


Receiving  the  kick  off,  the  boys 
from  Duxbury  showed  their  best  of- 
fensive of  the  day  carrying  the  ball 
to  our  thirty-five  yard  line,  Dummer 
taking  the  ball  from  the  twenty-two 
yard  line  was  in  position  to  score 
again  when  tn"e  period  ended.  Score 
Dummer  13,  Powder  Point  0. 

Boyd  kicked  off  to  the  fifteen  yard 
line  Powder  Point  carrying  back  to 
the  twenty-five  yard  line.  No  gain 
could  be  made  through  our  line  and 
Powder  Point  kicked  outside  at  our 
forty-eight  yard  line.  Offside  and 
a  bad  pass  by  the  center  gave  the  ball 
to  Powder  Point.  Unable  to  gain  by 
the  forward  pass  route  it  was  Dum- 
mers  ball.  McLeod  kicked  to  An- 
geles as  the   period  ended. 

The  last  quarter  Powder  Point 
tried  their  snake  dance  formation 
and  aerial  game  but  the  Dummer  de- 
fence was  too  strong,  Fosberg  and 
Whalen  smearing  many  a  play  for  a 
big  loss.  Fosberg  intercepted  a  for- 
ward and  Dummer  started  again  for 
the  goal  line  but  two  fifteen  yard 
penalties  set  us  back  to  the  thirty- 
five  yard  line.  Terhune  tried  for  a 
goal  from  placement  but  failed  by 
two  feet.  The  period  ended  with  the 
ball  in  Powder  Point's  possession  on 
her  own  twenty  yard  line. 

The  features  of  the  game  was  the 
great  defense  work  of  our  line.  Fos- 
berg's  roving  defense  game  as  usual 
drew  great  applause  from  the  side- 
lines. Hinds  as  in  the  past  three 
games  had  to  carry  the  brunt  of  the 
attack  and  he  never  failed  his  assign-

Mr.  P.  H.  Skerrye  was 
transferred  from  the  English  De- 
partement  to  that  of  History.  Mr. 
Wirt  G.  Faust,  a  skilled  and  experi- 
enced teacher  of  English,  came  to 
take  charge  of  the  English  work. 
Mr.  Walter  J.  Farrell  was  transferr- 
ed to  the  Mathematics  Department 
Mr.  Stephen  Webber,  Mr.  W.  B. 
Skerrye  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Reagan  con- 
tinue as  last  year.  In  Athletics  the 
work  of  Harold  Poole,  resigned,  was 
taken  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Comerford  with 
marked  success.  Mrs.  Emma  Rob- 
inson of  Gloucester  took  up  the  work 
of  House  Mother  and  School  nurse 
with  enthusiasm  and  success. 

Another  innovation  is  the  trans- 
fer of  the  Treasurership  from  Judge 
F.  P.  Cabot,  now  President,  to  Lau- 
rence P.  Dodge,  and  the  placing~"of 
the  financial  matters  at  the  school 
in  charge  of  Mr.  Earle  W.  Cook, 
Bowdoin  1917. 

All  the?e  changes  have  a  firm  look 
and  Dummer  hopes  to  make  this 
the  best  year  of  its  history.

Obituary 

November  19th  is  the  anniversary 
(first)  of  the  death  of  Maurice  Le- 
croix,  who  came  from  Switzerland  as 
a  student  in  1891.  He  taught  at  the 
Academy  from  1908  till  ill  health 
compelled  him  to  withdraw  from  ac- 
tive work  in  November  1921.  A 
quiet,  retiring  man  always,  he  never- 
the  less  was  an  unusual  teacher,  a 
ripe  scholar,  and  exerted  an  influence 
wider  than  he  knew  or  ever  sus- 
pected. He  set  a  high  standard  for 
his  students,  a  higher  standard  for 
himself. 

Who  shall  measure  his  influence 
on  many  lives?  If  he  was  success- 
ful, he  was  quite  unconscious  of  it  and 
who  will  deny  that  the  unconscious 
successes  of  a  teacher's  life  are  not 
the  greatest  possible?
